The fifth and sixth groups consist of De Kol Creamelle 
with her daughter and granddaughter, and really makes a 
three generation combination every one of which has pro 
duced better than 750 Ibs. in 7 days, the only such com- 
pination in the world. All three were developed in the Field 
nerds in Massachusetts. 

De Kol Creamelle, the oldest cow in the group, was one 
of the foundation cows in the D. W. Field herd, and a 
daughter of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, who for 
vears was one of the Field herd sires. It was nearly 15 
vears ago that this wonderful cow made a record of 28.13 
ibs. butter from 654.3 Ibs. milk in 7 days, a record that won 
fifth association prize for the year. Just a little later in 
the lactation period, she greatly increased her milk flow, 
her best 30-day record being given as 3040.7 Ibs. milk con- 
taining 106.14 lbs. butter, while she made a strictly official 
7-day milk record of 780.4 lbs., a world’s record at the time, 
and was the first cow to produce over 10,000 Ibs. of milk 
in 100 days officially. While this was before the day of the 
semi-official test, accurate record was kept of her produc- 
tion for the year, and at various times throughout the year 
she was run for a short period on strictly official test, so 
that her record of 1050.7 lbs. butter from 26706.4 Ibs. milk 
must be considered as well authenticated. 

Her daughter, Creamelle Vale, Fred F. Field’s Dutch- 
land Farms, proved a wonderful milk producer, her besi 
day being 108.7 lbs. and her best 7 days, 750.2 lbs. She was 
given a semi-official record of 29,591.4 lbs. milk containing 
1155.85 Ibs. butter, the milk record being the first 29,000- 
lb. record ever made under official or semi-official supervi- 
sion. This makes a combination of dam and daughter with 
1530.6 Ibs. as a total for their 7 days’ milk production. 

A wonderful daughter of Creamelle Vale is Dutchland 
Colantha Vale, a 30-lb. cow with a milk record of 765.3 Ibs. 
in 7 days and 112.8 lbs. in one day. Like her famous dam 
and grandam, she has a wonderful year record of 1082.37 
lbs. butter from 27,625 Ibs. milk, making three direct 
generations of 1000-lb. cows as well as three above 26,000 
lbs. milk in a year, and above 750 Ibs. in 7 days. 

Dutchland Colantha Vale, the youngest member of the 
three, in addition to the splendid mature record given 
above, has a junior 2-year-old year record of 857.43 Ibs. 
butter from 22750.2 lbs. milk, the milk record standing for 
a humber of years as a world’s record for heifers under 
tiree and one-half vears. 

A fourth generation from old De Kol Creamelle, is 
Dutchland Pietertje Vale, a daughter of Dutchland Colan- 
tha Vale.

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We Have With Us Tonight— 


W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minn., known familiarly 

to his friends as “Bill” and upon whom the title of 
Judge is rapidly fastening itself. To go back a little, how- 
ever, the records in the town clerk’s office at Maiden Rock, 
Wis., show that young William first saw the light of day 
on September 22nd, 1878. While the records say nothing 
about it we will wager he was a bouncing boy, little affect- 
ed by the ailments customary to that period of life. At any 
rate he suffered no permanent set-back that has become 
apparent in the half dozen years or more that we have 
known him. After finishing grammar school and graduat- 
ing from high school he started out to take a law course in 
college, but after a year of it, by reason of a combination 
of circumstances including a growing dislike of the law 
course and a material change in the family fortunes due to 
the collapse of a real estate boom, he gave up the college 
career and started in the dairy business with a registered 
bull and some grade cows. In 1904, sixteen years ago, he 
started in with registered females, having learned of their 
superiority through observation of the work of other herds 
of pure bred Holsteins in Minnesota and Wisconsin. After 
making a start with pure bred Holsteins he rented a farm 
about twelve miles from St. Paul. After seven years on the 
rented farm, which he built up from a run down place to a 
highly productive farm, he sold out his herd for 313,000. 
purchasing the present North Star Farm at Lake Elmo, 
Minn. and placing himself in a position where he could lay 
the foundation for a higher class herd than he had started 
with. Through his study and observation he had become 
what might be called a crank on type and in the establish- 
ment of his new herd, which was the foundation of his 
present herd, individuality and conformation were given 
first consideration, with as much breeding as possible to 
go along with it. His position was that there is a definite 
relation between type and production, and if you are par- 
ticular in getting the right type the production will follow 
naturally as a matter of course. 

As a judge of Holsteins at the National Dairy Show and 
many of the leading state fairs for the past five years or 
more, Judge Moscrip has exerted a wide influence on the 
type of the breed and through his intelligent demonstra 
tions in the show ring, he must take no small share of the 
responsibility for the greater attention that is being given 
to this matter and the improved knowledge which our 
breeders are applying to the work. No small factor in his 
influence is the fact that he has been able to apply his 
knowledge successfully in his own breeding operations. Of 
late he has been taking on considerable advisory work in

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A New Extension Department 


HE extension work of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America is gradually getting on to a basis that 
may be recognized as fundamental, for the extension 
conference at Brattleboro on the second week in July has 
produced some outstanding results of nation-wide import- 
ance to the industry. 

In the first place the extension department of an associa- 
tion such as this is probably fully as important a branch 
of the business as we have in the organization. It is 
comparable to the sales organization of a commercial estab- 
lishment. For the same reasons that a sales organization 
has a well paid manager and efficient travelling represen- 
tatives in various territories, our own extension depart- 
ment should be similarly equipped. Under present organ- 
ization this has been accomplished. Our director of exten- 
sion, President D. D. Aitken, is undoubtedly the best 
equipped authority on the dairy industry that the country 
has. He is the sales manager of the extension department. 
His chief assistant is R. C. Pollock, whose organization 
ability has been demonstrated beyond a doubt. The sales 
force is made up of state secretaries, and contact with 
these bright young gentlemen from various states has con- 
vinced us that the Holstein idea is going to be sold in 
larger quantities and more effectively than it ever has be- 
fore. 

The Brattleboro conference very wisely decided that 
Chicago was a central point from which the sales activities 
of the association should radiate. The need for extension 
in territories surrounding this centrally located point is 
very great and undoubtedly the savings in travelling ex- 
penses and time will practically offset any increased cost 
of office rent that might be incurred. Then too, the com- 
bination will be more effective from the central office. Dur- 
ing the past year Mr. Pollock has worked in the field and 
while every cooperation has been extended from the Brat- 
tleboro end of the extension department, close harmony has 
been difficull because of the fact that the real extension 
work was being performed outside of the office where the 
department was supposed to have its headquarters. The 
change met with the unanimous approval of the conference, 
the state secretaries being in favor of the movement, and 
inasmuch as the movement depends a great deal upon them 
for its suecess, their judgment should be considered in the 
matter. 

The state secretary, as these columns have indicated 
many times before, has grown to be a very important cog 
in the Holstein machine, and complete harmony with the 
national association is an essential to success, not only 
from the point of view of the secretary, whom the axsoci- 
ation ean help, but from the point of view of the assoct- 
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ation, Which is using the secretary as an extension repre. 
sentative. 

The conference brought out many ways in whici state 
organization can assist the national association. The secre. 
tary can undoubtedly perform a great service in ad usting 
minor misunderstandings between breeders and the na- 
tional association. He can do investigational work. both 


respecting proposed memberships and o! other matters 
that require careful consideration by the national «ssocia- 
tion. He can keep the breeders in closer touch with the na- 


tional association through his knowledge of the workings 
and aims of the parent association. He can assist in regu- 
lating and promoting sales, a matter which the National 
Association cannot undertake in an official way. On the 
other hand the national association can help the state seere- 
tary and his state organization in developing great senti- 
ment in his territory for Holsteins. It has a vast accumu- 
lation of practical experiences that are of use to him. It 
can direct its advertising and publicity in such a way thata 
state organization will be largely benefited It can fur. 
nish him with these aids at lesser cost than he can get 
them otherwise. It can do a large share of the organiza- 
tion work through its paid field men. 

The money that the national association will spend for 
extension work will be largely along promotional lines ina 
manner similar to the operation of the National Dairy 
Council today. The Holstein-Friesian Association will 
promote. The state organizations will carry on the work. 
In this way the breeders of the country will be encouraged 
to do their own extension work, a plan which has obvious 
advantages, in that it interests the man in each community 
who is most efficient in reaching his neighbors—the breed- 
er himself. No business is soundly established which does 
not contribute directly to its own success. The funds of the 
national association will be used to raise larger funds 
through the state association and by the breeders them- 
selves, which will be used to promote their own business— 
a sound business principle. This is what the national exten- 
sion through state secretaries and state organizations will 


accomplish. 
We are moving along logical lines in -ound business 
ways. 


South American Prospects 


ALES of purebred livestock in South America amount- 
= ing to about $400,000 have been made during the past 

six months, according to a report from the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture under date of July 3d. Credit fora 
large part of these sales is attributed by the department to 
the work of two livestock commissioners sent down by the 
Bureau of Markets to promote this trade in purebred live- 
stock. News has come that two more livestock commission- 
ers have recently sailed for South America to follow up the 
work of last year and make new contracts and develop a 
market for all breeds of pure bred livestock. To carry on 
this work, the Bureau of Markets is considering the estab- 
lishing of a permanent office in South America in charge 
of an agricultural commissioner. It must be understood that 
a large part of this South American trade for years to come 
will undoubtedly be in pure bred beef breeding stock. Dairy- 
ing is thus far relatively a minor industry. The great 
ranches and expanses of pasture land make the raising of 
beef very logical. However, there is a definite growth In 
demand for dairy breeding stock and from present indica- 
tions, the Holstein breed has the call. Some importations 
in the past have been made from Holland direct, but on ac- 
count of the foot and mouth disease trouble there, importa- 
tions from that source are now cut off, and the prospective 
breeders are naturally turning to this country. One breeder 
from the Argentine, who has already done splendid work 
with animals of Holland breeding, is now in the United 
States and expects within the next two months to purchase 
about $50,000 worth of pure bred Holsteins. He reports the 
natural conditions in his country as very favorable for dairy- 
ing and especially with Holsteins. The Extension Service of 
the National Association recognizes the importance of this 
field and has prepared and is now distributing a number of 
pamphlets printed in Spanish and Potuguese. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is also doing similar work, having sent 
out a pamphlet entitled “Purebred Livestock in the United 
States” which gives a summary of the situation that will be 
valuable to the prospective purchaser from the Latin Ameri- 
can countries. After the Holstein breed becomes a little 
more firmly established in those countries, we shall undoubt- 
edly experience a demand from that source which will be 00 
small factor in the Holstein market. It is up to us now to 
take care that a proper foundation 1!s laid, to see to it that 
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those breeders who come here and put their confidence in 
us get the full value received for their purchases—that 
they get healthy animals that will make good and insure 
their coming back to us for future business. As a matter 
of fact a heavy responsibility devolves upon every breeder 
who makes a sale into a pioneer territory, and for the 
good of the whole industry, we cannot any of us take this 
thought home to ourselves too strongly. 


The Hobo Milker 


E have recently received a letter from one of our 
W essen as follows: “You no doubt know the new 

disease or parasite we are suffering from, namely the 
thobo milker’ and it occurs to me that if every member of 
the association would send to the secretary the names of 
the worst offenders along this line so that a list of these 
thobo milkers’ or one-night-standers could be available for 
the dairymen, we would be taking a long step to avoid 
encouraging this new species which is making a hardship 
out of a perfectly agreeable industry.” 

The Holstein industry in common with the other dairy 
breeds most certainly has not escaped its share of the labor 
unrest which seems to be universal. Some people seem to 
be so constituted that they cannot keep their feet on the 
ground in one job if they realize that they can have their 
pick of a dozen others merely for the asking, and this con- 
dition of mind does not apply to the so-called labor classes 
exclusively either. Under present conditions, stability is a 
mighty good virtue to cultivate and applied to the labor 
question, it should be made one of the prime requisites in 
considering applicants for a position. If before you hire 
aman you know something of his previous history, you can 
judge with some degree of intelligence how he will make 
out in your employ. If his record shows that he has been 
constantly shifting about from job to job every few months 
or oftener, it is fairly safe to make up your mind that he will 
continue the process and not make any exception in your 
case. A record for stability is therefore an important asset. 
The suggestion however of a black list of so-called ‘one 
night-standers” we do not believe to be feasible. The As- 
sociation apparently has all it can do in its efforts to check 


up the herdsmen and the milkers and keep the actual 
crooks out of the Holstein business, and it would not be 
practical for the Association to undertake to investigate 
and check up the relations between employer and employee 
except so far as they relate to the method of making rec- 
ords. There are two sides to practically every question, 
and we surmise that if some of the breeders who feel 
that they are being badly used by their employees, would 
stop to analyze the situation carefully enough, they would 
find that at least a measure of the blame could be laid at 
their own door through some condition that could and 
should be remedied. Self analysis honestly performed is 
always beneficial. Employees who feel the urge to throw 
up their job and look for something else might well con- 
sider before making the change how it is going to look 
on their records, and employers before condemning their 
helpers too severely for wanting to leave them might dis- 
cover good and sufficient reasons therefor. The difficulty 
is to be really honest with ourselves.

Twenty-five per cent of the cattle on 
test in the state, he said, are in What- 
com county, and this county had 14 
class leaders out of 36 in the last re- 
port. Two-thirds of the 61 herds being 
tested in Washington are west of the 
Cascades, and the speaker pointed out 
the advantages of testing to owners of 
purebred cattle, and discussed the 
progress of the work. Mr. Kill told of 
the work which the United Dairymen 
are doing all over Western Washing- 
ton, in providing plants where  pro- 
ducers can process their own milk, if 
necessary to do so in order to dispose 
of it to advantage, and called coopera- 
tion the only hope of solving the mar- 


ket milk program. The Whatcom 
county association is one of those 
which has its arrangements for its 


own plant well along. It has recently 
taken over the Lynden creamery and 
has been operating it successfully for 
several months. Additions are already 
under way which will give it a com- 
plete modern’ office and manufactur- 
ing plant, capable of handling a large 
supply of milk and of processing it in 


several different ways.

Holstein Awards at Coos County Show 


The Coos County Livestock Show 
proved to be such a splendid success 
that plans are already under way to 
make this a permanent institution for 
Southern Oregon and include all 
classes of livestock. 

Professor FE. B. Fitts of the Oregon 
Agricultural College passed upon all 
classes of dairy cattle, swine, sheep 
and hogs and several times in judg- 
ing the dairy classes complimented 
the breeders on the real quality evi- 
denced by the type of individuals they 
were leading into the first livestock 
show ring of its nature ever held in 
Southern Oregon. All classes of dairy 
cattle were represented excepting the 
Ayrshires. Professor Fitts placed the 
Holstein awards as follows:

THE FOOD VALUE OF MILK 


The U. S. Government says “Milk is 
the Best Food We Have.” 

This is a broad statement, but 
nevertheless, true. The value of milk 
is being shown more every day, as 
experiments are being conducted both 
by the scientific man in the labora- 
tory, as well as by the so-called prac 
tical man dealing with conditions as 
they are found every day. 

One of the many examples now at 
hand to prove the food value of milk 
is that of the McKinley Public School 
of Columbus, Ind. Dr. Clouse, School 
Physician, made a careful survey of 
the children in this school and found 
that 75% of them were underweight, 
suffering from undernourishment in 
its various stages. This condition she 
found was not due to poverty, but 
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Some exceptional cases were noted 
One girl gained 5 pounds during three 
weeks as against 44% ounces for nor. 
mal. Another child gained 92 ounces 
in one month, while her average gain 
for the entire twelve preceding 
months before the bread and milk 
lunches had been less than one ounce 
a month. Another pupil that was 14 
pounds under weight at the beginning 
of the experiment gained four pounds 
in two months while her little friend. 
who was denied this lunch by her 
parents, continued to lose in Weight. 

As to the effect of this luncheon on 
their school work, Dr. Clouse reports 
equal success. The children do better 
work, she says, their minds are keep- 
er and more alert, and they grasp 
their studies much better and far 
easier. They also play better, there is 
less disorder in the school and a pro- 
nounced increase in interest in school 
work is noted. 

What more _ conclusive evidence 
could one wish to have regarding the 
food value of milk in the human die- 
tary?

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simply to improper feeding. Pickles 
and pastry. doughnuts and candy, 
were being eaten in quantities, while 
wholesome, nutritious fundamental 
foods were being neglected. 

As a result of these findings the 
school authorities inaugurated a mid- 
torenoon lunch each day, by which the 
children received a half-pint of milk 
and a bread and butter sandwich. The 
c'it7-on each brought the sandwich 
wecrp  * ol.., while the milk was deliver- 
ed to the school each day, at a cost 
of 15 cents a week for each child. 

The results of this >xperiment were 
most striking, both from the stand- 
point of increased physical develop- 
ment and also mental efficiency. 

Dr. Clouse says “The children were 
weighed every four weeks, and the 
average gain for the first three 
months was 12.2 ounces per month 2s 
against a normal gain of 6 ounces the 
country over for children of the same 
$1Ze. 





And to think that 6,000,000 children, 
or one out of every four, are suffering 
in the U. S. because of the lack of 
milk in the diet makes one wonder 
why this problem has not beea solved 
long before this. 

Then, too, when milk is so economi- 
cal, why should any child be allowed 
to suffer thereby being deprived of the 
sacred right of being well fed and 
made healthy and strong. 

Mothers and teachers! Check up on 
your boys and girls. See if they mea- 
sure up to the standard, and if they 
do not, look into the problem as_ this 
Indiana school did, and save the boys 
and girls for they make the great n@- 
tion of tomorrow.—Publicity Dept. Na- 
tional Dairy Council.
